2* It has been decided to allow export of Silver bearing 
chemicals and electrical contacts under OGL-3 subject to 
minimum realisation of 25 % of value addition over the price 
of silver content. Export of drug formulations of mild silver 
proteins and silver sulphadlazine conforming to formulations 
proscribed in recognised pharmacopocia/offlcial standards will 
be allowed under OGL-3 subject to a minimum value addition 
of 33-1/3% over the price of silver content. The price of 
silver for purposes of determining the value addition would be 
the price of silver at international price or the domestic price, 
whichever is higher on the day of export,
